Thank you for your letter of December 23. 1982 concerning 
the imprisonment in Argentina of Jorgre Enrique Arrieta. 

The Department has no informaton concerning the welfare and 
whereabouts of Mr. Arrieta. We will inform the Embassy in 
Buenos Aires of your interest in Mr. Arrieta's case. 

The Government of Argentina has. in Ihe past year, released 
from detention some 400 prisoners held by the National 
Executive under the state-of-siege decrees, the so-called PEN 
prisoners. The current number of PEN prisoners is 
approximately 245. It is possible that Mr. Arrieta is among 
those released. 

in the event that he is still being detained, the Embassy 
will inform you of his possible eligibility for the right of 
option.
